NEVER STUDIED MEDICINE 


Sergeant Accomplishes Wonderful Re­ 
sults in Treatment of Patients Suf­ 
fering From Nervous Afflic­ 
tions—Says He Is Not 
Hypnotist. 


Paris.—“Doctor” Van isn’t a doctor 
really—that is, he has never been in­ 
side a medical school. He is not a com­ 
missioned officer, either. 
Two days 
after war was declared In America he 
enlisted In one of the cities of the mid­ 
dle West and came over as a private. 
He is a sergeant now. His experiences 
—driving an ambulance first, and after 
that in the front line and then in vari­ 
ous camps in France until he was sent 
to a base hospital as a patient—wrould 
fill several diaries, if he keeps such 
things, which I doubt. 
But there are a great many men in 
that base hospital who owe their re­ 
turning health to him after they had 
been in bed for weeks, and even 
months. 
Now, although they admit 
that he is well again, they will not let 
him go from the hospital, because a 
transfer Is a long and tedious busi­ 
ness to bring about, and they need him 
there to help out with the patients. 
He was out of bed only a day or so 
himself when he come across tw-o boys 
in one of tile wards who had been In 
the hospital since April. They had been 
shell shocked, and In all those mouths, 
from April to September, they had 
grown scarcely any better. 
Asks Leave to Try. 
“Captain.” Sergeant Van said one 
morning to the doctor in charge of the 
vxard, “do you mind if I see what I 
can do for those men there? 
I think 
I may be able to help them out a bit if 
you don’t mind.”

THAT DEFIED HUNS 


La Libre Belgique Published by 
Victor Jourdain. 


FCH IO SUPPRESS SHEET 


When the Germans Stopped Publica 
tion of the Patriot, Its Editor, Jour 
dain, Began Issuing Wlll-o’-the-Wisp 
Sheet Which for Four Years Kept 
the Teuton Officials in a Constant 
State of Irritation. 


With the coming of liberty to Bel­ 
gium, La Libre Belgique has departed, 
and the Patriot has reappeared. 
It is now possible to tell that the 
most remarkable of war-time newspa 
pere, La Libre Belgique, which success­ 
fully defied German efforts to suppress 
it for four years, was the Patriot, a 
long-established Catholic weekly, in dis 
uise. 
Victor Jourdain, aged editor of 
the Patriot, likewise edited the will-o’- 
the-wisp sheet which kept German of­ 
ficials in a constant state of irritation 
during their occupation of his country 
and helped to keep the spirit of the 
Belgian people steadfast. 
Ile died a few w’eeks ago, just too 
soon to see his city of Brussels liber­ 
ated. 
Suppressed by Germans. 
The Patriot was suppressed by Ger­ 
man order at the outset of tile war. A 
few weeks later copies of a new pa­ 
per began to fail into the hands of the 
German officials and army officers. 
It 
did not prove popular with the latter. 
General von Pissing, military gov­ 
ernor, offered ‘25,000 francs reward for 
the name of the editor and promised 
one year's imprisonment to ana Belgian 
found reading IL There weif* arrests 
In great number of persons suspected 
of the editorship, but no convictions. 
It seemed that almost everybody w’ho 
could possibly have been guilty was 
arrested at one time or another—ev­ 
erybody except Jourdain. One man w*as 
held by the Germans to have been 
proved sufficiently guilty to warrant a 
one-year sentence, but Belgians in the 
secret say he was Innocent. 
The baffled German police w’ere kept 
busy running down false clews. Given 
the tip that the printing plant would 
be found at such-and-such a street, 
they would rush thither, only to find a 
vacant lot or an empty house. Told 
that a man of a certain name was 
the actual editor they would comb 
Brussels for him, learning eventually 
he was not in the city and never had 
been. 
I 
While the 
police hunted. 
Victor 
Jourdain prepared copy. 
He pointed 
out intentional errors in the German 
official communique, he gave the Bel­ 
gian people the latest news of the Bel­ 
gian army and the allied armies, he 
ridiculed and lampooned the German of­ 
ficials, and generally kept alive the 
People’s faith in a better day to come. 
A few times obscure printing shops 
n the city set up and printed the lit­ 
tle four-page paper. For the most part, 
however, the work was done in shops 
elsewhere. Jourdain would appear by 
night at the home of some small town 
or city printer, always selecting one 
for the moment free of German troops. 
Next morning he would depart in his 
automobile with the entire issue con­ 
cealed in the car. Distribution would 
begin as far as possible from the place 
where the printing was done.

Soldier Is Kneeling When Shell Rips 
Hole in His Steel Hat and Wounds 
His Head. 


Uniontown, Pa.—The fact that he 
was kneeling in prayer saved the life 
of Private John Quarriek, Jr., of this 
place. 
A letter from the soldier in 
France says that he was saying his 
prayers at the side of his cot when a 
German shell tore his tent to pieces, 
ripped a hole in his steel hat and in­ 
flicted a slight wound in his head. “I 
probably would have been killed had 
I been in a standing posture,” he said.

and say that Van has discovered the 
first really successful treatm ent for 
shell shock.

“Aug. 4, 1914, Dame Germany start­ 
ed off to w’ar. The plan is simple: 
Belgium does not count. Paris taken 
in six weeks. Russia crushed before 
winter. England remaining alone, too 
small a thing not to understand that 
nothing is left but to negotiate. 
“We made the house of cards crum­ 
ble! 
We! 
After they decided to take 
Calais, pass into England, etc., there 
was the Yser! 
Still us! 
“Zeppelins were to destroy London. 
London suffered little, the reputation 
of the Zeppelins suffered much. Mean­ 
time they tried to finish Russia, by 
military means first; the coup failed; 
by diplomatic means then; the Rus­ 
sian people put a stop to that. They 
plotted in 
the Balkans, they bled 
themselves white at Verdun. All was 
useless. And all this time the people 
of Germany were suffering enormous 
iy. The new chancellor began to real­ 
ize it. 
Then they made their last 
throw ; the submarines! 
And even in 
Germany itself they have dared to an­ 
nounce publicly that this weapon Is in­ 
effective. . . . Then it is the end? 
Yes. it certainly is the end. 
“Since the coining of America into 
the arena, the account of the central 
powers has been definitely settled.

DISABLED 


Government to Look Out for 
War Heroes. 


Arrangements Made to Provide Voca­ 
tional Training for All 
Soldiers. 


Washington.—Uncle Sam is going to 
do more for his disabled soldiers and 
seamen than auy nation ever did, and 
the arrangements to care for the nearly 
two hundred thousand men disabled 
in battle or through disease or acci­ 
dent in camp are near completion. 
When this army returns there will be 
no need for public charity which might 
mar self-respect. 
The federal board of vocational edu­ 
cation, operating under the vocational 
rehabilitation act, will restore health, 
and in the case of permanent injury 
teach trades that may be follow’ed. 
During the process the pupil's living 
will be paid, he will receive a wage 
and in addition his dependents will be 
paid an allowance. 
But it is for the decision of the sol­ 
dier or seaman 
and his relatives 
whether he elects to take the course. 
When the- course is completed the 
board will obtain suitable employment 
aud keep an eye on the man so that 
his interests may be guarded. 
The 
status of the man during the period 
of training is described as follows: 
“The amount of monthly compensa­ 
tion paid will be equal to the sum to 
W'hich he is entitled under the war 
insurance act, or a sum equal to the 
pay of his last month in the service, 
which ever is the greater; hut in no 
case will a single man or man living 
apart from his dependents receive less 
than $65 per month, inclusive of the 
sum paid dependents, and a man liv­ 
ing with his dependents receive less 
than $75 per month inclusive of the 
sum paid to the dependents. 
“The man whose disability does not 
prevent him from returning to employ­ 
ment without training will be given 
the 
course 
of 
vocational 
training 
which he chooses. 
“The taking of the course of train­ 
ing or the actual earning power of the 
man will not in any way affect his 
compensation. 
Upon completion of 


his course he will continue to receive 
the compensation prescribed by the 
w ar risk insurance and as long as his 
disability continues.” 
Men in service or their relatives 
should make inquiries at once. 
They 
may address communications to the 
federal board of vocational educa­ 
tion. Washington, D. C., or to any of 
the 14 district offices located through­ 
out the country.

Washington, January 31— There is 
no cause tor alarm tis to the future 
ability of tho United States to hold 
its 
due place in 
the trade of 
the 
world and especially as to the ovali­ 
ty of American agriculture to main­ 
tain its po-:!io?i in the world read- 
ju-tment that must f o l l o w the ending 
of the war. 
This i 
the United 
State 
agriculture, expressed in a statement 
is-ued today from the o f f i c e of the 
-eeietury, 
A detailed survey of the agricul­ 
tural -situation -how - the impossibil­ 
ity of forecasting1 the conditions that 
will obtain when the 3919 crops arc 
matured, but it is pointed out that 
the market- of the world are open­ 
ing up for American products and 
that a 
considerable demand 
from 
European countries for foodstuffs is 
almost assured for a year or more. 
The -igning of the armistice, the 
department of agriculture points out, 
found the United States with fairly 
large stocks of foods but wit Ii small­ 
er than usual stocks of feeds. 
In 
respon-e to increased needs for food, 
many f a n n e r s plowed up permanent 
pastures 
and 
other 
grass 
lands 
needed for live -tock and planted 
them 
to grain crops 
while others 
broke their 
rotation systems 
and 
planted the same land to grain sever­ 
al years in succession, thus reducing 
the fertility. 
Now that farming is to be restored 
to a peace time basis, the department j 
of agriculture thinks that many of 
the lands suitable for meadow or: 
pasture should be reseeded to gra--, 
that regular and satisfactory ro ta­ 
tions of crops should be established 
and that live 
stock should 
find a 
place on a larger number of farm s. 
These 
readjustments appear 
to be 
necessary in order to meet the still 
urgent demand for meats and fats, 
as 
well as to restore 
sound farm 
practice, 
A wise live-stock program, the de- 
pa rtment concludes after reviewing 
all conditions, will involve m aintain­ 
ing the number of horses and mules 
without material increase, a normal 
increase in the number of dairy cows 
and 
dairy products, 
a normal in­ 
crease in the number of beet cattle, 
a conservative policy with respect to 
increasing the number of swine until 
the relative shortage and high price 
of feeds is overcome, an increase in 
sheep consistent 
with facilities 
for 
feeding and pasturage and the farm ­ 
e rs -kill in handling them, and an in­ 
crease 
in farm 
flocks of 
poultry 
where a minimum of purchased feed 
is required, 
The indicated plant program i- riot 
quite so definite. 
The proper policy 
as to wheat depends iqxrn a compli­ 
cated set of conditions, but it seems 
certain that the farmers of the Unit­ 
ed States will be justified in main­ 
taining their acreage of corn, oats 
and barley, 
large productions 
of 
which are necessary to maintain nor­ 
mal live-stock production. 
It appears 
desirable to increase 
the production of hay by about 25 
per cent. 
The cotton situation de­ 
pends largely upon the ability of tile 
European countries to buy an aver­ 
age prewar quantities, but the prae- 
tiee recommended is tor the individ­ 
ual farm er to adjust his cotton acre­ 
age 
so as to 
have sufficient 
land 
available to 
produce enough 
food 
and 
feed for his 
family and 
live 
stock. 
An average acreage of pota­ 
toes is justified. 
Peanut production, 
abnormally stimulated by the demand 
for oil during the war, should be re­ 
adjusted as a part of the rope eco­ 
nomy in the territorv to which it is 
adapted. 
The 
department 
urges 
those who intend to maintain home 
gardens to plan to meet the needs of 
the family rather than to produce 
crops for market. 


The greatest ostrich farms are In 
South Africa, and tile feathers when 
plucked are shipped to Port Eliza­ 
beth. undoubtedly tile 
chief 
ostrich 
feather port of Hie world. 
Here they 
are received by the recognized mer­ 
chants, who sell them for their clients 
at the auctions held every fortnight. 
These merchants receive the goods in 
boxes, sort them, anti sell them on 
a commission basis of 2 Vi per cent. 
The auction sales are held in w hat 
is known as tile feather warehouse. 
This covers more than an acre, and 
consists of a great room full of trestle- 
work tables. 
Upon these tables the 
plumes are laid out in lots, and buy­ 
ers from all parts of the world look 
o\cr them and bid as they are put 
up 'for sale. 
Sometimes fully one 
hundred thousand dollars’ worth of 
fen titers are displayed at one time. 
After [uirchase, the feathers are re- 
sorted, and then shipped to London 
and other centers—nearly nine-tenths, 
in fact, of the total quantity go to 
London, where auctions are held at 
stated periods of the year. 
The Lon­ 
don feathers are re-sorted before they 
are sold, tile merchants there han­ 
dling in normal times, twenty to thir­ 
ty tons of fen titers every two months.
